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ned space flight early this morning. 

It was dubbed Soyuz 4 by TASS, which 
announced that a one-man crew was aboard. 
One objective of this mission could 
well be to perfect the docking proced- 
ure, something the Soviets failed to 
accomplish during the flights of Soyuz 2 
and 3 last October. If docking is an 
objective, a second space vehicle prob- 
ably will be launched early tomorrow.
